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DETAILED ACTION 
General Remarks 

Upon review of the amended claims, Examiner has determined that to properly 
execute the subject application, a Election/restriction is proper and therefore kindly 
request the Applicant to select one of the Groups presented herein for further 
prosecution accordingly. Furthermore, Election/Restriction requirement is proper after 
Non-Final Action under MPEP 81 1 [R-3]. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-2,14-18 and 28-30, drawn to communications link with high data 
rate and low data rate links, classified in class 370, subclass 230.1 . 

II. Claims 3-9, drawn to UWB transceivers to establish a low power 
communications link between devices and no transmission of link 
manager protocol in the UWB link, classified in class 370, subclass 465. 

III. Claims 10-13 and 19-22, drawn to UWB transceivers to establish a low 
power communications link between devices with maximum data rate upto 
1 Gbit/sec and transmitting data as modulated pulse trains to a base 
receiver, classified in class 370, subclass 208. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the features are separate and 
distinct of each of the groups in question. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
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the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other invention.
